But in the Norse mythology, which 
is supposed to antedate the introduc- 
tion of Christianity among the north- 
men. we find the superstition referred 
to in the fact that at a banquet of the 
gods Loki, the spirit of mischief, in- 
truded himself, making thirteen at the 
table, wherefore there was a fight, and 
Balbour, a young hero especially loved 
by all the gods, was killed, for the 
fact is the objection to this number 
seems to have existed even before 
Christianity, Among the Turks the num- 
ber is so disliked and feared that it 
is never even named; with the Astecs, 
the aborigines of Mexico, it was be- 
lieved to have magic power, and a like 
fancy has been found in other Indian 
tribes. 

Among the ignorant biacks of the 
south the fear of this number in any 
connection is actually absurd, but 
whether they have borrowed this idea 
from their imperfect knowledge of 
Christianity or whether it is a survival 
of the vovdoo worship of their ances- 
tors it is impossible to say, for the su- 
perstition has a strong hold every- 
where, even among those who should 
know better than to be swayed by it. 
In Utaly it is never used in making up 
the numbers of the favorite lotteries, 
and in Paris it is omitted in number- 
ing the houses on the streets.—House- 
keeper.

THE OPERA. 


it Appears to Have Originated In Italy 
In the Year 1600. 

The way Streatfeild, author of “The 
Opera,”. traces the development of op- 
era through the centuries is most clear 
and concise and leaves you with the 
impression that upon the matter of 
history, at any rate, he is master of 
his subject. Opera, it is shown, was 
the result of an attempt made by 
some Florentine amateurs to revive 
the lost glories of Greek tragedy. They 
failed to get back to the conditions of 
Athenian drama, but in failing they 


unconsciously laid the foundations of’ 


a new art form which soon worked 
itself into the affections of the peo- 
ple. The beginnings of opera might 
be said to date from the year 1609, 
when a public performance was given 
in Florence of Peri’s “Euridice’ in 
honor of the marriege of Maria de’ 


Medici and Henry IV. of France. This: 


work consists almost entirely of ac- 
companied recitative, which was the 
invention of these Florentine reform- 
ers, and the voices were accompanied 
by a “violin, chitarone (a large guitar), 
lira grande, linto grosso and gravicem- 
balo or harpsichord, which filled in 
the harmonies indicated by the figured 
bass.” It is interesting to know that 
in this very primitive work the com- 
poser tried to follow as closely as pos- 
sible in his music the ordinary inflec- 
tions of the speaking voice. Monte- 
verde, who was a contemporary of 
Perl, but whose first opera was pro- 
duced some seven years after *“Eurid- 
ice,’ made a similar effort to recon- 
cile. music with speech, and many 
years after Glock and still later Wag- 
ner tried to do so, and it is amusing 
when one knows how far in other di- 
rections music as an art and opera as 
a convention have progressed since

ably closer to the Debussys and Rey- 
naldo Hahns of our day than all the 
great men who have come between.— 
New Age of London.

HOUSEHOLD NOTES. 


If a few drops of ,tycerin be added 
to the starch for linens it will be 
found that the fron will not stick and 
that the’ linens will have a beautiful 
gloss after they are ironed. 

Use a clean brick to stand the fron 
on when froning instead of the usual 
ironing stand. It bas no holes under- 
neath to admit the air, and the trons 
will retain their heat much longer.
